I have before related the absurd and unjust system of memgige which 
tiillicric- ha.s obtained in Buqooo, hr which the owner of the land or 
mortgagor continued to pay the revenue while the mortgagee enjoyed 
the Imrvels. By direction of the Resident, from the date of our arrival 
In Bun non, ibe produce of mortgaged lands, minus 12 percent, will be 
carried to Ibe credit of the owners, and this smell oration will in a very 
short time bring back rlic lands to the rigid wtucera, as the original 
debts were fu most ewes trifling.

Opportunity of installing Colonel Zorakhuu Slug to his new rank before 
them all, as an instance of merit rewarded without either solicitation or 
bribery. It is usual on these occasions for the Durbar to send a 
khiihii to the promoted officer; but (n this case nothing came but a 
furuiuntush notifying Zorafeliun Sing's promotion to a Colonelcy, prob¬ 
ably because it did not originate with the Durbar I therefore gave 
him a present of 125 rupees out of our own Toshahkhsnah 

Afterwards alt the Mulfiekii of Bunnoo assembled to Le made over 
to Lieutenant Tnylor; the ceremony of " soopoord ” being exactly th* 
same, and regarded with la much respect among the Afghans of these 
parts .is it I* among the Sikh* of the Punjab.

Ibianr, at 
the suggestion of Colonel Lawrence, 1 have shown similar favour, for 
hi* good conduct and example last year and tin*. Last year he alone 
paid the whole of hi* revenue and then advanced the revenue of 
another quarter A ififiafi. Both ttien anti now our camp was dependent 
on him chiefly for supplies, which he never failed in furnishing. 

Left camp about 8 x.M , and instead of gdng straight to Goreewailoli 
made a detour (accompanied by Lieutenant Taylor and General

At Akra f bade goodbye to Lieutenant Taylor, feeling suns that 
EJumioo, with all its cares and difficulties, is in good bonds.

DeoTstineev on the left. The night was wet and dark, and the 
river Loon« under Kolflchee was so swollen with hill show that it was 
not without considerable danger we effected a passage, at one time 
the whole party being entangled ill a q nick sand, which sn trightcneil 
tlie Dcwrannecr that »oo of them fumed back from the middle of the 
river, though this 1 only found mu nstenraol 1 * At daylight we 
came In light of the Nasfiur watch (ires, and Halted in a nuHah to 
breathe the horses. Great was my surprise then to discover that out 
of 300 Horsemen, not Rtf lintf kept up, availing themselves of the 
darkness to lose their road and preserve their valuable lives. 1 told 
the Sikh Reaaaldar to muster his men, and lie certainly exaggerated 
when lie repotted 30 present out of fkx Perhaps there U«iy Have been 
4D Doorannces out of 200. Disgusted nt poltroonery, which must 
render our attack ,1 bar live, l yel thought it would be Ufifc dj-graceful 
to fait than not to try, and as the 40 Uoomnnes present curvetted about 
as if they were at Astlcys, shaking iheir guns in the air and looking 
very fierce, I wag not altogether without hope that a bold stroke 
might still be successful in capturing the rebel. With difficulty there¬ 
fore keeping them all together, I led them mil of the mUah and 
pushed, on for Shaheari's encampment, and though the - limit ■> of the 
Doorunuccs aroused the Nassun rapidly to a sense «jt their position, 
and they rtiAlicd out with 1 heir jtnatis, swards, suitie&, and ,j.!i kinds 
Of weapons to oppose us, favoured by some luw ravines we nmunged 
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to lurn their camp and gel between them and the hills without any 
daimage from their hurried lire. I then bftfltoaat with my sword 
to the Niisaur& to surrender, a most unconsduitable proposition 
under the circumstances, and replied to only by a new lire and 
waving oT thumpers- Nothing being left therefore tint a diar^e, 1 
guve the word and dashed into the camp, and the advantage Lfi 40 
great on the side of the assailing party that with the aid of, I atn 
ashamed to say, not mote than «5 »< our 80 heroes, wt* diuve iit l Inr 
Nassure, and had we been supported must have earned all hd'oi'e 
US. But Sirdar M >hummud Alim Klmn was not followed up by more 
Ihuu J or .j of his D.Kjnninees ; the Sikh Itegulurs skirted die camp, 
olid with Z or J guides and half a dozen others, including tlic young 
Khan of Kolidiee, l was left to make the bert of it- The Nits stir* 
rallied immediately they saw the multi body slautl aloof, and 1 was 
at one time doubtful about the iiaue ; hut ivc cut through them and 
forced our way over tents, men, women, sheep, Jmcaea, etc,, till we 
emerged again in the front of the encampment. Still we were warmly 
followed up, anti when a Nas-uir Had discharged bis fasatt he did not 
wait lo reload it, hut picked up -i large hotildci -tone and hurled it 
with a force and precision acquired l»y long practice in their war* with 
the Vi*«er<* 5 . One struck me ■-*' lioleuily on tlie knee ilrol I was 
nearly unhorsed. In short there was every appearance of our being 
regularly bcaieu off without either seizing the rebel nr collecting bis 
" timet '" in kind, when my eye roiling on the spot where the camels 
were tethered, I wiled to the two or duce who were along with me to help 
in rutting them Irmse- The frightened animal* sprung up ami released 

themselves, ami putting them before us we drove them rapidly a way. 

1 shall never forget the howl of rage which ihu set Op when 

they perceived this mmanvrc, and then leaving every H"‘ where they 
were before engaged they rushed in a bn-ly after the camel* which 
arc in fact their fomin*. The sowars, however, who had nut been 
IidIJ enough lo follow into the ciirnp. rejoined me immediately I emerged 
with the camel*! and tel Hug wm« w drive off the herd, I got ivhera 
to form in the rear and reply with their guns to t\#j****t, of the 
pursuers, and ns wc were rut horseback awl they on foot we were a 
in safe out ol - heir fee. About half a kt» from the Na^m camp 
we halted to breathe ami count heads. Only three were wounded, but

A brave attendant uf the young Shan, 
who hnd kept along with tne thro ugh nui the fray, suggested a reprisal, 
and I sent off orders to the iafrtniry reserve to get peaceable possession, 
if [ = -vmMc, of two pi i tme Mullicks of mother camp of Nassurm whldi 
we hatl passed in I be advance- This they did, and seized the Chief who

is Instructive. The Mean Kheyl PUtiwtil of Drabutid are a branch of 
ihe great Enhance family, and having seijcrl thc« land* look to culli- 
vatiofl. They are now 1 he richest and the most pencenbte of nil the 
tribes of C.iliul mtcchsnts which frequent thr ll.ittitjn.i*Kti'h, and having 
a slake in the country are strictly nbcdfam io the Sikh authorities. 
Between them a tut their Shcmnnce neighhrmr? used to lie peace, until 
one Pevee IJtus, Kartlnr of Drabtmd iu ikwon Lukkw Mull's time, 
seized a Sheraunce on an accusation of theft by some Khutrce* and 
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hung him. The man wa* supposed <0 be innocent, nnd the Sheraunees 
as a tribe tpot up the last of avenging his unjust murder, Watching an 
opportunity, when the Mean Klioylees had gone to the opposite border 
ni' Drab and along with the Kardar, the Sheraunces descended on the 
town of f.irabimd and ransacked It, tilling several men.
